8I1X MORE HONG KONG 
SCHOOLS HAVE RE-OPENED 
THEIR CLASSROOMS THIS 
MONTH. 

These ore tho Bolilios Girls’ 
School,’ occupying temporary 
quartera in Northcote Training 
College, the Vernacular Girls’ 
School and the Vernacular Boys! 
School in Hollywood Road, tho 
Anglo-Chinese Boys’ School in 
Bridges Street, the Vernacwar 
School at No. 610, Nathan Road, 
and the Yaumati School, tem- 
Porarily at No, 612, Nathan 
Road, 

Schools that re-opened in Oc- 
tober included the Wanchai 
Government School, on October 
12, and the Vernacular School 
at the Chincse Y¥.MLC.A., 
Bridyes Street, on October 22. 

Twelve of the 16 Grant 

Schools in use in 1941 were re- 
opened during the month. The 
total number of pupils housed 
is nbaut 5,000. 
' Only eight of the 163) sub- 
sidized schoole that were in 
existence in 1941 have so far 
been re-opened. Their = total 
enrojment is about 900, 

On the other hand, of the 
purely private schools receiving 
no subsidy, 562 have re-opened, 
with an estimated total number 
of pupila of 6,100. 

At the end of October, the 
total number of children at- 
tending school in Hong Kong 
was about 12,000.

Most foreign buatnessmon are 
focling that Shanghai will riac or 
fhil depending on the effectivences 
of the Chinese administration 
Thoy belteve that the Chineso nu- 
thorities will grant certain con- 
cessions to keep Amorican, British, 
German and other — trada. flowing 
into this former fishing village. 
They any that without cohcessions, 
such os property rights and court 
privileges, they cannot opcrate on 
a basis sufficiently satisfactory to 
induce them to_stay. 

A Chinese Government spokes- 
man stated in Chungking yester- 
day that foreign firms fn China 
that have no parent organizations 
abroad and do not actually do 
business abrond must be {ncorpor- 
ated as Chineso companies. 

The abandonment of extrater- 
ritoriality during the war crented 
the big question mark. Extrater- 
sitorifiiity_—meana atmply im- 
munity from  jurisdictlon—pro- 
vided that a foreigner could not 
be arrested except at the behest 
the Consular officials of hts own 
country, and a forcigner or 
forcign firm ponsessing extrater- 
ritorlal privileges could only be 
sued in a civil action In hin or its 
own Consular court. 

China could not bring tho for- 
elgner to trial even though the 
crime was committed in China. 

Tt waa o convenient legal loop- 
hole, an outgrowth of the Treaty 
of Nanking, which following the 
Opium War of 1848 openéd the 
treaty ports of Shanghai, Tien- 
tain, Canton, Hankow, Kulangsu 
and Halmlen and = developed the 
international settlements tn which 
foreigners were given exclusive 
rights of property ownership.

The port of Shanghai has oxcellent 
facilities for handling even the 
largest ocean-going liners and 
many wharves and warchousés. 

One fear businessmen have ox-

AMERICAN TRADE 

Amorica's trade with China will

The one step China has taken 
so far toward casing the minds of 
foreign busincssmen has been to 
pérmit them to register as a Arm 
opera.ing in China. But business- 
men say that the terms are dis- 
advantageous and they are await- 
ing o “better deal.” . 

Consequently the Chinese ad- 
vanced to the end of this year the 
deadline for such  rggistrations. 
Foreign businessmen view the fur- 
ther extension as a healthy sign 
oping that new treaty arrange- 
monia may be forthcoming in the 
interim. : 

Chino’s dovolopment will depend 

_ to 4 great degree on tho ability to 
obtatn foreign capital. The atti- 
tude of forcign businessmen hore. 
{s aimply thot China in order to 
obtain this capital should “make
